are made. 
Without a word of warn- 


ing, without a chance to defend them- 
selves, these, officials, many of whom 
have been in the bureau since boy- 
hood days, many of whom have never 
voted or affiliated with political par- 
ties, wore cast adrift and under the 
law are ineligible for government ser- 
vice again'.

printing and engraving and Mr. Cara- 
way's resolution demanding an inves- 
tigation will probably draw forth some 
further statements from the admin- 
istration. 


The reason given publicly by the ad- 


ministration is inefficiency and the in- 
terest of the service. A test case may 
develop in the courts to discover what 
the rights of a government employee 
really are as against an executive or- 
der of the president. It is true that 
a presidential order supersedes most 
everything and that a chief executive 
has the right to appoint persons to 
positions inside the civil service with- 
out examination and he has the right 
to abolish jobs which were previously 
covered by civil service.

technical right to 
take both 


steps at once — abolishing positions 
and appointing now men to vacancies 
by executive order is admitted by most 
Of the government lawyers. 


But there is considerable doubt as 


to whether a president has the right 
of removal without 
furnishing evi- 


dence of the charges existing against 
a government employe. Tt" he has, the 
whole civil service system, it is con- 
tended, rests wholly on the whim of a 
president. 
The tendency in congress 


has recently been in the direction of 
abolishing civil service requirements 
wherever it was possible to do so. The 
post office laws have been changed so 
as to enable the government to choose 
nny one of the first three who pass 
the examination, thus permitting the 
president to ignore the highest ma.n 
if he is a Democrat or oven a Repub- 
lican without political influence. 
Al- 


together tho civil service system is 
fighting feebly for its life.

In the anthracite field, work is sus- 


pended according to Prseident John 
L. Lewis, only pendine the outcome 
of the wage negotiations 
in 
New 


York. 
The new plan says Nolan, a 


labor leader, meets with the approval 
of President Lewis, 


FORCE IN OTHERS 


If a definite agreement were reach- 


ed at the informal conference, Nolan 
believes, other operators in the central 
competitive fi«>ld would be forced to 
approve it. 
From this 
point 
the 


circle would be widened to include- all 
miners and operators. 


Nolan claims that only 
operators 


in the southern Ohio and the western 
Pennsylvania fields have 
absolutely 


refused to meet the miners. Although 
Nolan is optimistic regarding the plan, 
others in close touch with the situa- 
tion believp the operators now stand 
united against interstate wage nego- 
tiations and one of them would enter 
the informal preliminary conference. 


"I believe that we can work out a 


solution along this line". Nolan said. 
"I don't fcnow exactly wha'E'*nachin- 
ery would be employed, hut 1 think 
this is the right approach."

is not going1 to go on indefinitely suffer- 
ing from a condition which is basically- 
wrong and which constitutes an xuijust tax 
upon coal consumers running into hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. Government 
operation of the mines is the final recourse. 
It is to be avoided if possible, but if im- 
possible we shall have to come to it and 
make the best of it. 
Tertainly conditions 


under government operation could not be 
much worse than they are at present from 
the standpoint of tho consumer, a.nd the 
consumer is the principal party in in- 
terest. 


THE COAL PROBLEM 


For the last 60 years the production 


of coal in the United States has been at- 
tended with strikes and industrial disturb- 
ances. We have had notable strikes like 
those- of 1893. 1S97? 1900. 190* and 
1919. 
After all these years we arc ap- 


parently as far as ever from removing the 
causes of friction and strife in the coal 
fields. It must be admitted that this is not 
a. testimonial to our boasted national effi- 
ciency or to our social and economic 
progress. 


So much is inrolved in a coal strike oC 


the proportions of the one now in force 
that, the public is not in a position'to pass 
judgment upon its merits. The causes are 
romplieatpd. 
They go back to certain 


fundamentals in the industry and are thor- 
oughly understood by only those who 
have given the subjecttechnicalmvestiga- 
tion or who are familiar with the questions 
by reason of direct experience in dealing 
with them. 


One of the chief factor? which has pre- 


vented a solution of the labor question is 
the fact that the capacity production,of 
the soft coal mines is heavily in oxcess 
of consumption and consequently, of de- 
mand. 3f all of the mines that are being 
worked were operated to their capacity 
with normal forces we should have a large 
annual over-production of coal. The PX-- 
C-PSS has been placed as high as LJ0",- 
000,000 tons a, year. 


The policy of the mine owners has been, 


therefore, to keep production down. ]u 
some respects strikes have not been un- 
welcome to ihe operator for Ihe simple 
reason that they curtailed production-ami 
helped to sustain higher prices. Oddly as 
it may seem, a strike also causes compara- 
tively little concern to the miner, because 
Iiis average employment runs only a little 
more than three days per week. The time 
that he is idle while the mines arc closed is 
the equivalent of non-employment when 
the mines arc open. He simply takes his 
medicine in a large dose in case of a strike, 
whereas in working times he takes it, iu 
homeopathic pills. 
A prolonged strike is 


certain to be followed by constant em- 
ployment for a considerable period, so that 
in the long run it is about an even break 
with the miner, strike or no strike. There 
is so much coal to be mined, and when that 
is supplied, employment ceases or is re- 
duced. 


The fact that there is potential over- 


production of coal necessarily means that 
the miners must be paid high wages. 
Whether they work three, four or five days 
per week, they must also be paid for the 
days they do not, work. That is one reas- 
on why the per diem wage i.s frequently so 
high. It is one of the strongest arguments 
in favor of the five-day week which the 
miners are demanding, if we look at it 
from the standpoint of the miners, for it 
would at least help to stabilize the indus- 
try and take up some of the slack in over- 
production. 
The fact that the five-day 


week a.nd six-hour day may be uneconomic 
is an entirely different matter. 


Every controversy between the miners 


and the, operators over working conditions 
is in reality a controversy with the, public. 
Whatever the miners are paid in wages, 
whatever they are paid for idleness, is paid 
by the consumer. 
If we had a five-day 


week and a six-hour day in the coal min- 
ing industry the public would have to 
ma.kc it possible by footing the bill. 
The public pays every increase in wage, 
whether direct or indirect. 


The opening up of mines that potential- 


ly produce more coal than can be consumed 
or sold has made an excessive price of 
fuel to the consumer. 
It has also been 


without corresponding gain to the miners, 
and is accordingly detrimental to our na- 
tional interests.

Just what is a mur- 
mur between friends? 


A murmur is a musical sound which a physician 


delights to hear. 
Brooks murmur for poets who 


vrite reams about it, and the rest of us hear noth- 
ng but bable babble in brooks. Hearts, aortas and 
arteries murmur for doctors who write essays anil 
tomes on the subject, tho not such ponderous es- 
says and such terrible tomes as the great master:-, 
urned out a fe-v generations ago. 
The old time 


doctors saved themselves considerable anxiety by 
irbitrarily dividing all heart trouble into "fum- 
ionai" and "organic." We can't take life so easily 
^ny -more. 
A "functional" disease was not yet so 


"ar advanced that it seriously disabled or destroyed. 
Old the trouble became organic when the doctor be- 
oame fully convinced the patient had it. An "or- 
ganic" disease may be considered one which is not 
*o difficult to diagnose. 
On some such free and 


>as=y distinction it was formerly customary to desig- 
late the condition "organic" when a murmur was 
audible. 


Yet a murmur is commonly heard over the heart 


of an individual who has nothing more serious than 
noderaie anemia, and a murmur is frequently ab- 
sent in cases of unquestioned valve leakage. 
The 


TPsence of a murmur in case of valve leakage is 
rather a favorable sign, ihe murmur being liable 
0 disappear when the efficiency of the heart falls 
}elow a safe level. 


So a murmur doesn't mean there is anything the 


matter with the heart. 
It is nothing to boast of. 


You r.in't inherit a. murmur or heart diseases cither 
or anemia. 
A good doctor may certainly detect a murmur 


about your chest today which an equally good doctor 
may not discover next month, for the simple reason 
hat murmurs do come and go like warts regardless. 
Be the doctor ever so skilful and experienced he can 
:orm but a tentative opinion ot the vital efficiency 
of your heart by merely listening with his stetho- 
scope and examining the pulse. Such examination 
gives him clues to follow but docs not enable him 


determine whether your heart is competent to 


do the work you want it to do. 


Suppose you have a murmur and it really is pro- 


duced by valvular distortion and leakage, does that 
5ut you" in the invalid class? Not as a general rule, 
'or with a fair chance which you find by right liv- 
ng, the handicap may be perfectly compensated by 
enlargement of the heart and hypertrophv of the 
~.eart muscle. It is well, then, to know whether you 
have valvular leakage—many so affected are un- 
aware of it—for if you know you are more likely to 
ive right and avoid errors which injure tho heart 
and overtax the circulation. 
It is the optimistic 


plan to have your doctor give you a physiuil exam- 
nation once a year. It is the pessimistic and fpol- 
sh plan to wait till you arc "all in" to suck medical 
attention.

land seems suddenly to have acquired 
it is perhaps strange, as one editor 
observes, that it should have gone all 
these years without an owner.

Ledger explains by pointing out that 
since it has always been the same col- 
or as Russia on the maps "everybody 
who ever gave the matter a moment's 
thought (and very few have lost much 
sleep over it) took it for granted that 
Wrangel Island was a part of Russia's 
vast Siberian appanage." and "nobody 
thought of asking questions."

The basis of the American claim to

but an island one, hundred miles or. 
more off the Siberian coast. The of- 
ficers of both vessels filed claims up- 
on the island a-s a territory to be an- 
nexed to the United States. Lieuten- 
ant Berry of the Rodgers left 
the 


American flag flying from tho cairn 
containing tho claim of annexation. 


The original discovery ot the land, 


however, is credited to the British by. 
the INDIANAPOLIS STAR, but it 
thinks that both Britain and 
the 


United States "have

through failing to oceupy it. contin- 
uously for live years." "If Wrangel 
is ours" the CHARLESTON (K. C.) 
NEWS AND COURIER is in favor 
of churning it, but it strongly advises 
the state department not to start any 
dispute over ownership "unless it is 
prepared to carry the fight through to 
a completely successful conclusion." 


"Tho only reason that Stefansson 


was able to set up a, Brilish claim 
was because nobody ever wanted the 
place enough to claim it," and the 
ELMIRA STAR GAZETTE takes it 
as evidence that there is little left in

forms us, and while the Washington

sm had disappeared, giving place to

The fact 
hat certain members of the British 
government actively supported the pol- 
cy of military intervention against 
Russia does not prevent England's at-

iart of protector of Soviet Russia by
